Dear Ms. Flock: 

1 am the County Attorney for Jackson County, Alabama and as such provide legal counsel to 
the Jackson County Sheriff. Your email of August 6, 2019 wherein you request certain public 
documents or information has been forwarded to me for response. 

As you make your request please be aware of two things. First, the Open Records Act generally 
allows the inspection and copying of certain public documents by citizens but does not require 
the public entity to copy and distribute documents. Citizens can come to the Jackson County 
Courthouse to inspect a document which will then be copied at a nominal cost. Secondly, the 
Alabama Open Records Act provides access to public records to “citizens” of Alabama, see 
Opinion 2018-030, Alabama Attorney General Official Opinions, State ex rel Kernells v. Ezell, 
291 Ala. 440 (Ala. 1973) and McBurney v. Young, 133 S. Ct. 1709 (US 2013). Since your 
address is in Massachusetts, I assume that neither you nor your company are citizens of 
Alabama and are, therefore, not entitled to the benefits of the Alabama Open Records Act. 
While all Jackson County public officials make every effort to be transparent in their dealings
